CEDRIC CHARLES ROLFE 


Cedric Rolfe joined AMRA in January 
1960,member No 568 and he was immedi- 
ately active in AMRA by producing articles 
for Journal. When I was a member of the 
Journal art department I was allocated the 
task of drawing the “Candemah Valley” 
railway from Cedric’s sketch for Journal. 
Unable to fully appreciate the complex 
arrangement of trackwork, | arranged to 
visit his layout early in 1961. 

The established friendship has contin- 
ued for over thirty years, and Cedric has 
continued to write for Journal on modelling 
NSWGR, which was the theme of his 
*Candemah Valley” railway which was an 
article in Journal August 1962.” Cedric 
increased his activities in AMRA by be- 
coming a Federal Committeeman in April 
1963. This further increased my association 
with him as | was also a member of the 
Federal Committee. 

At this time AMRA was investigating 
the feasibility of printing Journal, because 
the time involvement of the volunteers was 
increasing as membership had increased to 
400. Cedric took this task on board and 
discussed the ramifications in detail with 
Korumburra Times. After a period of many 
months Cedric and Korumburra Times 
gp a fully printed Journal - issue No. 

7 July 1965. 

It should be mentioned that Cedric was 
a dairy farmer whose farm was at Jeetho, 
some distance from Korumburra and Fed- 
eral Committee met in Melbourne. The 
travelling time taken to Committee meet- 
ings showed the dedication and strength of 
commitment Cedric gave to AMRA. 

In July 1963 Cedric again increased his 
involvement with AMRA by becoming the 
Federal Secretary. It was about this time 
that Cedric encouraged me to accompany 
him on a i to g ene to the attend the 
Sydney Railway Exhibition - an annual 
visit | have continued since. In the follow- 
ing years there were more members of the 
Federal Committee in the Korumburra 
area, until approximately one third of the 
committee were resident there. Because 
committee meetings often need to refer to 
records,the committee meetings were held 
at Cedric’s home. This meant that the 
Melbourne metropolitan members of 
committee would travel to Cedric’s, ap- 
proximately 1 1/2 to 2 hours trip. 

To simplify transport arrangements, cars 
would meet at the Dandenong railwa 
station about 6.30 pm, then one car with all 
members would proceed to Cedric’s. Trans- 
port to Cedric’s was on an in-turn basis. An 
unforgettable trip was the night the six 
Melbourne members travelled in a mini - it 
was a Cosy trip. 

Cedric and his wife, Molly were gra- 
cious hosts, and their hospitality and the 
suppers provided were most enjoyable full 
cream milk coffee and cream cakes of all 
types. The duties of wee iieicas at this time 

layout regis- 
trar. To ease Cedric’s work load, John 
Yourn became the layout registrar in 
November 1965 and in July 1966 the posi- 
tion of Federal Registrar was created. Mal 
Baker became the first registrar relieving 
Cedric of much work. 

As previously mentioned Journal was 
printed by Korumburra Times and the 
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Association now required a Publisher. Cedric 
once again gave of his time becoming the 
first Publisher of Journal. He was Publisher 
from September 1965 to January 1967 and 
again for November 1967 to fill in when his 
successor Norm Robinson, Publisher March 
1967 to September 1967, left Korumburra 
to live in Melbourne. The committee meetings 
at this time were very productive. As 
mentioned Journal became a printed pub- 
lication, the constitution had to be revised. 
This involved several meetings with a lot of 
discussion, particularly the use of words 
such as shal, will, would or may, to well 
after midnight with the Melbourne commit- 
tee members arriving home after 2 am. The 
Meritorious Award was established to 
recognise members who had made out- 
standing contribution to further the Asso- 
ciation. During 1967 Cedric was not having 
the best of health and reluctantly he ad- 
vised the committee that he would have to 
relinquish the position of Secretary, al- 
though he wished to be part of the Asso- 
ciation. Cedric became an ordinary mem- 
ber after the 1967 elections, passing over to 
Rex Little the duties of Secretary and to me 
the duties of Publisher. In 1970 the Federal 
Committee honoured Cedric by awarding 
him an Honorary Life Member in apprecia- 
tion of his services to the Association over 
many years. 

The above is an indication of Cedric’s 
involvement with model railways. He was 
also an accomplished artist, an active church 
officer and lay preacher emeritus and a 
friend to many. I deem it an honour to have 
known and worked with Cedric for this 
Association.

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Detailing Your Layout ° 


What is it that makes the difference 
between the average, ordinary looking layout 
and one that looks really outstanding? 

The quality of the workmanship that has 
gone into the layout does make some 
difference. No one can deny that a layout 
where the buildings and other details are 
perfectly constructed looks much better 
than one where everything has just been 
thrown together. 

The query of construction that can be 
achieved by a modeller improves with time, 
patience, and lots of practice. Serious 
modellers by the time that they come to 
start building their first serious layout have 
posh reached a quality of workmanship 
such that their layout looks quite accept- 
able. 

A layout constructed to an acceptable 
standard can look just as outstanding, if not 
better, than one where everything is per- 
fectly constructed. The biggest difference 
with the really outstanding layouts is the 
level of detail which has been put into the 
layout. All that this requires is the fore- 
thought to decide what details to include 
and the time to create and add those 
details. 

I can remember having read an article 
that suggested that there were three stages 
of completion of a layout. These three 
Stages are a useful guide when it comes 
time to scenic your layout. 

The first stage of completion is where 
there is no more bare baseboard showing. 
All of the basic landscape is in place and 
covered with a basic ground cover (scatter 
material). The track has been ballasted. 
The layout might not yet have any trees, 
buildings, fences, or other details but it is 
finally starting to look like a real place in 
miniature. 

There is a certain satisfaction in having 
constructed your layout to this first stage of 
completion. You know that all of the basic 
construction work is now finished and that 
all that is left is to add the details. This 
Stage of completion really needs to be 
reached before further details can be added 
except perhaps on a large layout where it 
is possible to fully scenic one area before 
moving on to the next, even in this case the 
appearance of the layout is vastly improved 
during the construction process if this stage 
is reached for the whole layout before 
Starting to add the further details. 

The second stage of completion is when 
all of the buildings, essential fences (such 
as those bordering the railway line), and 
enough of the trees, bushes, etc are in place 
that the layout looks finished. With the 
exception of layouts modelling real places, 
it is no longer possible for anyone to point 
to any part of the layout and say that it is 
not finished. 

The individual modeller has a far greater 
level of choice as to the order in which the 
details are added to bring the layout to this 
stage of completion. You can start at one 
end and add all of the details as you work 
your way along, you can start at the back 
and work your way forward, you can add 
all of the details of one type and then go 
on to the next, or whatever method best 
suits you. 

A layout that has reached this stage of

completion is usually quite acceptable to an 
exhibition organiser when selecting layouts 
to appear at an exhibition. A layout that 
has not reached this stage of completion 
may not be accepted at an exhibition unless 
the intention is to show layouts at various 
Stages of construction. 

The average, ordinary looking layout 
referred to at the start of this article has 
normally reached this stage of completion. 
The outstanding layout has developed 
somewhat further. 

The third and final stage of completion 
of a model railway is when ALL of the 
details which can be added to the model 
railway have been added. Of course this 
Stage is never reached as there is always 
something more that a modeller can add or 
change on his layout to improve it and 
make it look more the way that he would 
like it to look. It is the process of develop- 
ing the layout towards this third stage of 
completion to which we now turn our 
attention. 

So how do you go about adding these 
extra details to your layout. You cannot 
(os go adding things haphazardly to your 
ayout or you will end up with a cluttered 
mess. It is important that you plan the 
details that you will be adding to the layout 
fairly carefully before setting them in place. 

This planning of the small details that 
finish’ the layout does not need to be done 
in the same way that all of the previous 
stages of the layout were planned. For 
those stages a general plan of what was 
going to be done was needed before any 
construction work for that stage (and perhaps 
even earlier stages) could commence. The 
finishing details of a layout can be planned 
separately for each small area of the layout 
and in many cases it is better to leave the 
planning of one area until after all of the 
details which have been planned for an 
adjoining area have actually been added to 
the layout. This will allow you to judge the 
effect that the extra details have on the 
layout and help you to decide what other 
areas of the layout need extra details. 

The details added to the layout at this 
stage should form small independent scenes. 
It doesn’t matter at all which scenes get 
added to the layout in which order. 

These small scenes can be added to the 
layout one at a time and each will add 
something to the appearance of the layout. 
Important things to remember when plan- 
ning these small scenes are 

1) if too many small scenes are added 
too close together then that part of the 
layout will have a cluttered appearance and 
the scenes will no longer be separate, 

2) the layout will look better if these 
scenes are not too unevenly distributed, 

3) each scene should be appropriate 
and fit in to the surrounding scenery, and 

4) each small scene should serve a 
purpose. 

The first two of these are easily dealt 
with by correct placement of the various 
scenes. The other two points are concerned 
more with the actual scenes themselves. 

There are a number of different types of 


scene that can be added to model railways. 
There are the types of scenes that every- 
one seem to add to their layout when the 
development reaches this stage. Scenes of 
this type include the burning building 
complete with fire brigade and onlookers, 
or perhaps a traffic accident complete with 
police and more onlookers. There is noth- 
ing wrong with this type of scene and they 
can be quite effective. The only problem is 
that if all (or the most obvious) of the 
scenes on your layout are of this type then 
your layout will look just like everyone 
else’s and will no longer be outstanding. 
The next type of scene that modellers think 
to include on their layout are what could be 
called esoteric scenes. Scenes like a band 
marching down the main street or a fox 
hunt in the woods make an effective scene. 
These are not the sort of thing that you see 
around you every day. Scenes like this can 
add to the effectiveness of the layout but 
because of their relative rarity in the ‘real’ 
world should be used sparingly if the real- 
ism of the layout is not to be lost. Then 
there are what we can call the mundane 
scenes. The scenes from everyday life that 
we see around us all the time (or at least 
when we visit the types of areas corre- 
sponding to the various parts of our lay- 
out). Most of the scenes that appear on an 
outstanding layout are of this type. To 
make it easier to consider this type of scene 
and what is appropriate to what part of the 
layout we should begin by dividing the 
layout up into various areas. There is no 
hard boundary line to many of these areas 
and in some parts of the layout the areas 
may overlap but by looking at the layout in 
this way it will be much easier to decide . 
which scenes best go where. Areas into 
which your layout can be broken up, for 
the purposes of deciding what type of scene 
to put where, may include the following 
a) inside the railway fence 
b) street scenes 
c) house and garden scenes 
d) park scenes 
e) church scenes 
f) river and dam scenes 
g) woods scenes 
h) farm scenes 
Which of these (and other) areas that 
your layout can be broken up into depends 
upon the setting of the layout and the more 
general landscape that has been built. 
Every layout has an area that is ‘inside 
the railway fence’. It wouldn’t be a model 
railway if it didn’t. Railway scenes can be 
divided up into four or five separate areas. 
Station scenes appear mostly on the plat- 
forms. As well as having the various pas- 
sengers waiting for trains you can also have 
porters moving luggage, piles of mailbags, 
and a group of train spotters with note- 
books and cameras. Scenes not on the 
platform include people crossing the footbr- 
idge, people arriving at and leaving the 
station, and cars dropping off or picking up 
passengers. These and many other possible 
scenes finish off the station area. Goods 
yard scenes include piles of freight or 
containers awaiting transfer to either the 
train or one of the various trucks parked in 
between the tracks, workers pushing loaded 
(and empty) trolleys in and out of the goods 


shed, and shunters with uncoupling poles 
standing around talking while waiting for 
the next train to arrive. 

Locomotive depot scenes can include 
the og of old rusted wheel and axle sets 
stacked untidily next to the roundhouse. 
and the ol and fireman having a 
smoke break next to the turntable. 

Lineside scenes can be the most varied 
of all scenes inside the fence with platelay- 
ers working next to the track, trainspotters 
on an overbridge or leaning over a fence, 
a repairman up a power pole, rabbits 
building burrows into the side of a cutting, 
and many other possible features. 

Carriage sidings (if ps have them) also 
give scope for many different scenes. 

Towns or villages on your layout pro- 
vide you with streets, houses, parks, churches, 
and other features which give the opportu- 
nity to include small scenes. 

Street scenes can include a garbage 
truck complete with garbagemen carrying 
garbage bins to and from the kerb as well 
as having a bin in front of every house in 
the street. A pedestrian crossing can have 
people crossing while cars wait or people 
waiting while cars om through. A postof- 
fice van can be parked next to the post box 
while the postman is emptying it. 

Houses can have children playing in the 
garden. A moving van may be parked out 
the front of a house with the workers 
carrying furniture to or from the house. A 
vegetable garden behind a house can make 
an interesting feature. Rockeries and flower 
beds can also be modelled and help to 
break up the common appearance of your 
gardens. 

Parks can have swings and roundabouts 
with children playing. A park bench can 
have a tramp sleeping or someone sitting 
feeding the birds. A big enough park could 
include a playing field or court complete 
with game in progress. 

instead of the having the wedding party 
arriving at the church like so many other 
modellers have on their layout, you could 
have a funeral service being held in the 
graveyard. 

Countryside areas on your layout may 
include rivers, bushland, and farms. Each 
of these also provides the opportunity for 
more small scenes adding to the overall 
effect of the layout. 

A river or dam can have a group of 
fishermen standing on the bank or wading 
knee deep in the water. A canoeist may be 

addling down the river carefully dodging 
etween the projecting rocks. 

Bushland or woods allow for the inclu- 
sion of wildlife. A group of boy scouts may 
be on a hike. A local might be out walking 
her dog. 

Farms give all sorts of opportunities for 
the inclusion of small scenes involving farm 
animals, farm machinery, dogs, foxes, 
farmers, and numerous other possibilities. 
The best place to start if including a farm 
on your layout is to study farms and try to 
get the right type of buildings and other 
structures in the right arrangement. A farm 
is quite a complex feature and requires a lot 
of research. 

There are many other features which 
can be included on your layout. Some 
possibilities are docks, gasworks, airport, 
caravan park, and retirement village. These 
and many other features provide opportu- 
nities to provide many different and inter- 
esting scenes which add to the appearance 
of your layout.

it is now some fifteen months since my 
first article appeared in Journal on the 
impact of the National Rail Corporation in 
Victoria. 

As these notes are being prepared (mid 
October) the decision on the route from 
Melbourne to Adelaide has been held over 
until the incoming Victorian Government 
looks at its transport options. So a final 
— will probably be made in Novem- 

er. 

Recently I listened to a talk by Mr Ted 
Butcher, Chief Executive Officer of Na- 
tional Rail. In the talk Mr Butcher made it 

uite clear that NRC was the last chance 
or interstate rail to become cost competi- 
tive. 

Some of the points made by Mr Butcher 
are as follows:- 

Sufficient funding is available to 
standardise the Geelong - Cressy - Ararat 
route, if the Melbourne - Ballarat - 
Ararat route is selected the Victorian 
Government will need to find the addi- 
tional money. 

National Rail will take over all 
interstate freight business, all relevant 
functions and assets. 

With the enterprise agreement entered 
into a 35% productivity improvement is 
required. 

For infrastructure improvements budget 
allocations for the first year of operation 
are:- 

Port of Brisbane$30M 

Brisbane to Sydney $82M 

Sydney to Melbourne $181M 

Melbourne Docklands $25M 

Melbourne to Adelaide$115M 

Port of Adelaide $8M 

Port of Freemantle $13M 

For the first five years of operation 
infrastructure money for infrastructure 
improvements are: 


Year one $450M (as above) 
Year two $320M 
Year three $200M

I could not decide which pages or ar- 
ticles had been produced in Journal 210 
using Omnipage so I could not see any 
benefit in the finished product. 

If using this program will make an 
improvement to the life of the publishing 
team then it cannot be bad unless it costs 
a lot, takes away the individual contribu- 
tors choice of typeface or printer or creates 
other problems as yet unknown. 

Problems that should be overcome first 
are the inconsistency of printing (varying 
tone on the same and different pages), and 
the quality of photographs. I have never 
liked the flat stapled A4 sheet, much pre- 
ferring the stapled and folded A3 format to 
give a finished A4 copy. 

Perhaps it would be interesting to find 
out what other members feel about these 
points.

The focus will be Unit Load and 
Line Haul. 

Track will be owned from the ballast 
up, not the land it runs on. 

The proposed timetable for the 
transfer of assets and functions is: 
The first train should be running by 
the end of December 1992. 
Terminals to be transferred during 


April 1993. 
Crews and rolling stock by October 
1993, 


Infrastructure by January 1994. 

The Corporate Colours for National 
Rail are Desert Orange and Grey, some- 
thing similar to the V/Line colours. 

In conclusion Mr Butcher said that 
National Rail would not take trucks off the 
roads, but if successful it would reduce the 
expected increase in trucks from 10,000 in 
the next ten years to half that figure.

The Omnipage is only used for two 
purposes. One is to read in typewritten 
documents into a word processing file without 
the need for retyping (except for editing 
etc). The typeface and other page layout 
functions are controlled by a separate pub- 
lishing programme. The second is to scan 
in photographs without the need to pay for 
a screened bromide. The narrow gauge 
photos in the last issue were scanned, in 
some cases from quite poor originals, seeming 
to give better results than those done from 
bromides (the ‘Show and Tell’ photos), 
although there was a lack of contrast in the 
originals of those photos (colour prints).

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Cane Tramways were certainly not the 
only narrow gauge prototypes in Queens- 
land. However, they are so dominant that 
they often overshadow the tramways that 
have existed for other purposes. In this 
edition, I will give a brief rundown of these 
other tramways, as a starting point for 
further research for modelling purposes. 


- Lahey’s Canungra Tramway 
Probably the most famous timber tram- 
way in Queensland. This 3°6” gauge line 
ran from Canungra south into the Border 
Ranges of the Lamington Plateau. Owning 
1 Climax and 3 Shay locomotives, the 
tramway ran from 1900 to 1935. Many 
traces of this tramway still remain today, 
including a tunnel near Canungra. LRRSA’s 


‘Light Railways’ book no 54 (1975) is a very 


good reference to this line. 


2. Munro’s Hampton Tramway 

Another timber tramway, but on 2’6” 
gauge. It commenced at Hampton, on the 
now closed QR Crows Nest branchline, 
and ran to Munro’s Mill at Perserverance, 
before continuing east into logging area. 
These locations are just north of Toowoomba. 
Two Shays were operated up to 1935, 
Upon abandonment, these locos were 
partially dismantled and dumped, until 
1974 when members of the Illawarra Light 
Railway Museum Society, recovered them 
for restoration. ‘Light Railways’ no 61 
(1978) is devoted to a study on this tram- 
way.

3. Budriem Shire Council 


Paimwoods - Budriem Tramway. 
Again a 2’6” gauge line, but this time a 
common Carrier connecting the two towns 
before the advent of trucks. It carried 
produce and timber to the QR North Coast 
Line at Palmwoods (just south of Nam- 
bour), retuming with supplies. They owned 
a Shay and a rod coupled Krauss and even 
a passenger coach. It operated from 1914 
to 1035, and its proximity to Brisbane has 
ensured it has thee of great interest to 
enthusiasts. Many articles on it have 


appeared in various publications; the Krauss — 
(685 


4 of 1914) survived and was converted 
to 2°0” gauge for sugar industry service. It 
has been preserved and is presently about 
to be restored to operating condition in 
Brisbane. 


4. Mapelton Shire Council 


Nambour - Mapelton Tramway 
Serving a similar function to its close 
neighbour, the Budriem Tramway, this was 
a 2’0” pauge line connecting to the More- 
ton Mill’s tramway at Nambour. 2 Shays 
were used to work the steeply graded line 


from 1904 to 1944. Most of the rolling 
stock was taken over by the mill, with one 
of the Shays being preserved in 1960. Some 
of the original tramline to the west of 
Nambour continued to be used for cane 
haulage, but this was all removed by the 
1970s. Similarly well known, this tramway 
has been covered by many sources. 


5. Port Douglas Shire Council 


Mossman - Port Douglas Tramway 
This 2’0” gauge tramway ran over 
Mossman Mill tramline to reach Mossman 
in Far North Queensland. A common 
carrier with passenger service, it had a 
major role in transporting raw sugar to Port 
Douglas. With the advent of road trans- 
port, sugar was trucked to Cairns, with the 


council closing its line in 1959. They had 


three locomotives, a John Fowler, a Perry 
and an O&K ()-4-4-OT Mallet. The latter 
was unfortunately scrapped in 1946, while 
the other two still exist, having been sold 
to the mill in 1959. The photo (location) 
shows these two locomotives at Port Dougias, 
with the Perry (on left) on bagged sugar 
Wagons on the jetty. Both locomotives 
have homemade tenders. Some of these 
sugar wagons featured grover’s bogies, one 
of which has been restored by ANGRMS 
at Woodford. The Port Douglas branch 
was subsequently re-opened by the mill in 
the 1980s as a result of tourism and is today 
only used for passengers.

Scaling Up 


Instruction Sheets 
by Ted Ward 


Some instruction sheets which come 
with equipment are printed using rather 
small type, which means the printing can be 
hard to read. Using a magnifying or enlarg- 
ing glass is usually adequate when this is 
considered necessary, but some sheets have 
to be frequently referred to, and the small 
type can become bothersome. 

The printed instructions which come 
with Kadee couplers are a case in point. 
The sheets have to be frequently referred 
to, but the type is quite small. A simple 
remedy is to have the sheets enlarged in a 
copying machine. An example to hand has 
been enlarged merely to one and a quarter 
times the original size, but it is now easily 
readable to these tired old eyes.

Railway Society 
Open Day 
9th August 1992 


This Open Day was in perfect 
weather with over a dozen 3 1/2 and 
5 inch gauge trains running through- 
out the day. I took the opportunity 
to photograph some of the trains 
that were running. 

The Society started in November 
1974 with 12 members who hired 
films from The State Library and 
met at members’ homes. As new 
members joined and interest in live 
: steam grew, they approached B.H.P. 

for assistance and were allowed to 

lay a 3 1/2 and S inch elevated track 

at the B.H.P. Recreation Centre 

with the agreement to have it run- 

ning for the annual children’s Christ- 

mas party. The track was ready by 

% November 1977 and opened by the 

original Works Manager Mr. Hugh 

Trewathwa. For the occasion it was 

necessary to invite The Steam 

Locomotive Society of Victoria to 

help out with locos as the club had 
only three engines at that time. 

The Society then built a club- 
house which was finished in 1979 to 
hold meetings, and to house equip- 
ment and an HO scale mode! lay- 
out. After a few years it was sug- 
gested the track be lowered to ground 
level. Once approved by club 
members, work started on points, 
signals and preparing the roadbed 
in 1983. This widened the scope in 
railroading, with the track on the 
ground enabling points and passing 
loops on the mainiine. 

Recent developments have been 
construction of a new storeroom 
and workshop behind the clubrooms 
and relocation of the steamup area; 
these were finished by Christmas 
1991. Plans for the future include 
extension of the 5 inch gauge line to 
double its current length of 1560 
feet. Members are also engaged in 
the construction of two new loco- 
motives. The club has 40 members 
and meetings are held on the first 
Tuesday each month with running 
days on the third Sunday.

Vehicle Safety 

We moved into the Moojebing Road 
Clubrooms on 30th September 1989 and 
when we left the Meltham Station on that 
day, we thought we had left behind all the 
anti-social behavior (break-ins, vandalism, 
graffiti, theft, etc.) of the locals there- 
abouts. We were mistaken, for within a few 
weeks there had been an attempt to break 
in through the front door and this led to our

door. This has been successful and, so far, 
there have been no further attempts (that 
we know of) to break in. 

We have not been quite so lucky, however, 
with members’ vehicles parked outside the 
building and left unattended while mem- 
bers are inside the Clubrooms at a Branch 
Se Graham Watson had his vehicle 

roken into one evening about a year ago 
and several items in the vehicle were sto- 
len. As far as I know, there have been no 
further instances involving vehicles in the 
car park until the theft of John Michell’s car 
(actually, it was his wife’s car) from the car 
park on Saturday 19th September. This 
occurred in broad daylight, while about 40 
members were inside the Clubrooms! 

John’s vehicle was discovered about 
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three streets away in Ashfield. with its 
front suspension badly damaged (to the 
extent that it could not be driven) as a 
consequences of having been driven at 
speed into a kerb. 

Clearly, the villains are becoming vers 
‘cocky’ and members should take every 
precaution to ensure that their vehicles are 
as ‘thiet proof’ as possible when parked in 
the Clubrooms car park. Fitting an alarm 
or some form of immobiliser would be a 
good investment but if you can’t afford 
such devices, maybe removing the high 
tension lead from the ignition coil will 
immobilise the vehicle sufficiently for an 
early discouragement of any villains trying 
to steal it,

1993 Model Railway 
Exhibition Report

The dates are June 5th, 6th and 7th,

concept of a ‘Lecture Area’ in our planning 
of the use of the enhanced Silver Jubilee 
Pavilion. As the Exhibition runs continu- 
ously. we usually allow for a lunch break 
(at our expense, if you're ‘on’ both in the 
morning and in the afternoon) and, of 
course. a chance to have a look at the 
Exhibition yourself! 

As an Exhibitor. you receive an admis- 
sion pass into the Silver Jubilee Pavilion for 
the day/s that you will be performing, as 
well as other daily benefits as are agreed to 
by the Management Committee. 

Well before the Exhibition, you will be 
contacted and what you are to work on will 
be agreed with you. You will also receive 
a set of Exhibitors’ Guidelines. A general 
briefing session for exhibitors is held close 
to the Exhibition at which questions from
